Rouge  District;  Heaton  Buzbie  Crammer,  New  Orleans  District; 
Sanford  Willie  Wiley,  Alta  Garfield  Taylor,  by  the  Ruston  District, 
and  Jeff  Parsons  Paul,  by  the  Alexandria  District,  having  passed  in 
their  examination  and  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Conference 
Relations,  were  admitted  on  trial.

Conference  Classes  The  committee  reporting  upon  each  favor- 
ably, Ralph  Wesley  Cain,  James  Edward  Reaves,  Donald  Eugene  Wine- 
inger,  George  Francis  Pearce,  Jr.,  Alfred  Milton  Brown,  and  Walter 
Clifton  Mason  were  advanced  to  the  class  of  the  second  year.  A.  W. 
Coody,  Jack  Shaw,  Murrell  Gunn,  John  Wesley  Jones  and  Eugene 
Brown  remained  in  the  class  of  the  first  year.  It  was  later  noted  that 
Marvin  Corley,  in  school,  should  also  be  enrolled  in  this  class.

Dr.  Cropper  Speaks  Dr.  W.  V.  Cropper,  representing  the  section 
of  Church  Extension,  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion, addressed  the  Conference  on  Church  Extension  and  Missions. 

Board  of  Education,  No.  2  Henry  A.  Rickey  read  Report  No.  2 
of  the  Board  of  Education.  W.  W.  Holmes  and  G.  W.  Dameron  spoke 
to  the  report.    It  was  adopted.    See  Reports. 

Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting  Named  Elmer  C.  Gunn  offered 
a  resolution  providing  for  a  Committee  on  Place  of  Meeting — to  ar- 
range (1)  for  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  next  session,  to  provide  (2) 
financial  assistance  to  the  local  church  acting  as  host,  and  (3)  to 
consider  the  matter  of  holding  the  Conference  session  between  Sun- 
days. The  resolution  was  passed  and  the  Bishop  named  Dana  Dawson, 
R.  H.  Harper,  Elmer  C.  Gunn,  W.  H.  Giles,  C.  O.  Holland,  E.  C.  Gib- 
son, and  Mrs.  J.  H  Thatcher  as  the  committee.

R.  H.  Wynn   (widow  of  R.  H.  Wynn  of  the  Louisiana  Conference). 
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Announcements  of  Receptions  It  was  announced  that  Mrs.  J. 
Henry  Bowdon  would  give  a  reception  to  the  women  attending  the 
Conference  at  the  District  Parsonage  in  the  afternoon  at  4  o'clock,  and 
that  Governor  and  Mrs.  Sam  Jones  would  entertain  members  and 
delegates  of  the  Conference  at  a  reception  at  the  Mansion  on  Saturday 
afternoon  at  4  o'clock. 

Pleasant  Hill  Property  Stating  that  32  acres  of  land,  formerly 
site  of  Pierce  and  Lane  College  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  had  been 
donated  several  years  ago  (resolution  authorizing  Legal  Conference 
to  transfer  the  property  to  the  State  having  been  passed  on  November 
28,  1933)  for  a  park,  but  that  nothing  had  been  done  by  the  State  to 
develope  the  property,  that  the  Hon.  J.  Fair  Hardin,  leader  of  the  en- 
terprise, had  recently  been  killed  in  an  automobile  accident  and  that 
there  seemed  little  likelihood  that  the  enterprise  would  be  carried  out, 
and  that  meanwhile  timber  was  being  cut  on  the  land  by  unauthorized 
persons  and  the  Church  suffering  loss  of  revenue  by  alienation  of  this 
property,  R.  H.  Harper  offered  a  resolution  that  the  Conference  re- 
spectfully ask  of  the  State  the  return  of  the  property,  through  the 
Legal  Conference,  and  that  the  Bishop  be  asked  to  name  a  committee 
of  three  to  call  upon  the  Governor,  the  Hon.  Sam  Jones,  in  regard  to 
the  matter.  The  resolution  was  adopted  and  the  Bishop  appointed  as 
the  committee:  Elmer  C.  Gunn,  H.  L.  Johns,  Judge  R.  J.  O'Neal.

FOURTH  DAY 

Saturday,  November  16,   1940 

Opening  Conference  met  at  9  a.  m.,  Bishop  Smith  in  the  chair. 
Hymn  142  was  sung,  responsive  reading  on  page  571  was  used,  H.  W. 
Rickey  led  in  prayer,  Hymn  279  was  sung. 

Journal  Approved  The  Auditing  Committee  reported  the  journal 
of  Thursday  and  Friday  to  be  correct  and  it  was  approved. 

Reading  of  Reports  The  reports  of  the  Commission  on  Evangel- 
ism read  by  A.  C.  Lawton,  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Literature  read 
by  Don  L.  Harwell,  and  of  the  Board  of  Temperance  read  by  C.  W. 
Lahey,  were  adopted.    See  Reports. 

Report  of  Com.  on  Districts  Reconsidered  Bishop  Smith  sug- 
gested that  there  might  have  been  some  misunderstanding  relative  to 
the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Districts  the  preceding 
day, — that  some  might  have  thought  that  the  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  should  have  been  given  the  opportunity  to  review 
the  report  in  regard  to  salaries  of  District  Superintendents,  and  he 
inquired  if  the  Conference  would  like  to  reconsider  the  said  report 
that  it  might  be  more  thoroughly  discussed.  Motion  of  B.  H.  Andrews 
that  the  report  be  reconsidered  prevailed. 
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Report  of  Committee  on  Districts  Adopted  H.  J.  Veith  moved

death  of  Mrs.  Howe's  brother  in  an  automobile  accident,  bereavements 
calling  those  concerned' from  the  Conference.  The  Secretary  entrusted 
the  sending  of  the  messages  to  H.  E.  Pfost.

BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
Report    Number   I 

1.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  construction  of  a  new  Science 
Building  at  Centenary  College,  valued  at  $44,000.  The  President 
reports  that  the  standard  of  scholarship  at  the  College  is  rising  and 
that  the  College  is  having  a  good  year. 

The  Southern  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  has  requested 
that  Centenary  increase  both  its  endowment  and  its  library  facilities. 
The  present  endowment  is  $562,000,  which  we  hope  will  be  increased 
to  $750,000  as  soon  as  possible. . 

The  College  urges  that  the  Conference  encourage  a  better  caliber 
of  students  to  consider  the  call  to  the  ministry,  and  that  more  ministers 
send  their  children  to  the  college. 

In  connection  with  this,  we  recommend  that  the  2nd  Sunday  in 
June  be  set  aside  as  Centenary  College  Day,  when  the  claims  of  our 
own  Church  College  shall  be  presented  by  each  pastor. 

We  ask  the  confirmation  by  the  Conference  of  the  following  aa 
Trustees  of  the  College — New  members:  till  1941,  Henry  A.  O'Neal; 
till  1942,  C.  H.  Lyons,  Bonneau  Peters;  till  1943,  Floyd  B.  James,  Allen 
D.  Morris,  John  McCormack,  and  B.  C.  Taylor;  re-elected  members,  to 
serve  till  1943,  S.  H.  Bolinger,  W.  L.  Duren,  W.  H.  Giles,  H.  L.  Johns, 
Jno.  L.  Scales,  Geo.  D.  Wray,  and  Christ  Barnette. 

We  ask  the  appointment  of  R.  E.  Smith  as  Professor  at  Centenary 
College. 

2.  From  the  report  of  the  School  of  Theology  at  S.  M.  U.  we 
find  that  its  income  in  the  new  Church  will  be  materially  reduced.  To 
meet  this  crisis,  they  ask  that  our  Conference  assist  in  establishing 
several  Service  Scholarships  of  $400  each,  for  Louisiana  boys  in  the 
school,  who  shall  serve  in  our  Conference  during  the  summer. 
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We  recommend  that  the  Conference  ask  the  District  Superin- 
tendents to  provide  funds  for  3  such  scholarships,  one  from  the  Shreve 
port  District,  one  from  the  Ruston,  Monroe,  and  Alexandria  Districts 
together,  and  one  from  the  Baton  Rouge,  Lake  Charles,  and  New 
Orleans  Districts  together,  as  a  minimum  provision,  and  that  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Ministerial  Training  select  the  students  to  receive  the 
scholarship  aid.  The  students  shall  be  Louisiana  men,  preferably  from 
the  area  providing  the  scholarship,  and  shall  work  in  that  area  during 
the  summer,  under  the  supervision  of  the  District  Superintendents  of 
such  area. 

3.  The  Trustees  of  the  Seashore  Methodist  Assembly  report  con- 
tinued reduction  on  the  debt  on  the  Assembly,  cutting  it  down  to 
$11,950. 

4.  The  Trustees  of  the  Western  Methodist  Assembly  at  Mt.  Sequo- 
yah report  a  very  successful  season.  The  Assembly  will  be  increasingly 
important  in  the  plans  of  our  South  Central  Jurisdiction. 

We  nominate  Guy  M.  Hicks  for  re-election  as  Trustee  of  the  West- 
ern Methodist  Assembly. 

Report   Number    II 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  local  churches  accept  at  least  an 
amount  equal  to  last  year's  Benevolences,  plus  last  year's  Fourth  Sun- 
day Offering,  provided  that  the  local  church  receive  credit  on  the 
Benevolences  for  the  amount  raised  on  the  4th  Sundays; 

That  the  total  amount  be  sent  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  and 
that  he  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  an  amount 
equal  to  40%  of  that  which  comes  from  the  4th  Sunday  Offerings. 

2.  We  ask  the  Bishop  and  Cabinet  to  appoint  G.  W.  Dameron  as 
Conference  Executive-Extension  Secretary  for  the  ensuing  year.

Your  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  begs  to  submit  the  following 
report: 

Golden  Cross 

Having  no  hospitals  in  our  Conference,  we  avail  ourselves  of  the 
privilege  afforded  us  in  the  use  of  Golden  Cross  Funds  for  the  support 
of  hospital  chaplains.  We  are  gratified  to  note  the  growing  amount 
of  good  being  done  by  our  chaplains,  two  of  whom  are  full-time  and 
two  part-time.  The  reports  coming  before  our  Board  encourage  us  in 
believing  that  the  Church  has  not  undertaken  any  work  more  fraught 
with  human  possibilities  and  more  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  our 
Master.    No  church  has  ever  set  itself  to  a  higher  task. 

WE  RECOMMEND: 

(1)  That  each  District  Board  of  Stewards  elect  a  Golden  Cross  Com- 
mittee to  serve  in  their  respective  Districts,  with  the  Golden  Cross 
Director  acting  as  chairman  and  treasurer. 

(2)  That  each  District  Golden  Cross  Treasurer  remit  ninety-five 
(95%)  pre  cent  of  all  Golden  Cross  money  collected  to  the  hos- 
pital chaplain  assigned  to  his  district;  the  remaining  five  (5%) 
per  cent  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Conference  Golden  Cross 
Treasurer. 

(3)  That  Capt.  H.  J.  Thompson  be  selected  to  serve  as  Conference 
Golden  Cross  Treasurer. 

(4)  That  wherever  possible  arrangements  be  made  to  pay  the  salary 
of  the  chaplains  monthly.

REPORT   OF  THE  BOARD   OF  DIRECTORS   OF   THE  LOUISIANA 
METHODIST    ORPHANAGE 

The  affairs  of  the  institution  are  in  good  condition,  and  its 
interest  is  advancing.  The  orphanage  family  is  enjoying  good  health 
and  appears  to  be  happy  and  contented.  All  the  children  old  enough 
are  in  school  and  making  good  progress. 

The  orphanage  children  attend  Sunday  school  and  church  regular- 
ly and  behave  well.  They  appear  to  be  an  orderly  lot  of  youngsters, 
living  peacefully  and  with  good  behavior  among  themselves. 

The  property  holdings  of  the  institution  are  in  good  condition, 
and  helpful  crops  are  grown  on  the  farm.  The  farm  lands  are  con- 
veniently located  for  the  helpful  service  of  the  boys  of  the  institution 
in  their  cultivation. 

The  growth  of  the  institution  the  past  year,  in  point  of  the  in- 
crease of  its  population,  has  been  held  back  by  lack  of  housing  accom- 
modations. There  is  still  an  insistent  demand  for  admission  by  needy 
orphans,  but  it  cannot  be  met  because  we  have  no  room  for  them. 
This  need  cannot  be  met  until  we  have  the  necessary  means  to  erect 
additional  buildings  and  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  maintenance. 

Our  Superintendent's  report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  at  its 
meeting  last  month  gives  a  full  and  fair  resume  of  the  affairs  of  the 
institution.  It  will  accompany  this  board's  report  to  the  Conference, 
and  it  is  hoped  will  be  read  by  all  the  Methodists  of  the  State  who 
are  feeling  and  taking  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  orphaned  children 
of  the  State.  The  Directors  desire  that  the  Conference  feel  free  to 
make  any  criticisms  or  suggestions  it  sees  fit  concerning  the  conduct 
of   the    institution. 

We  turn  out  college  graduates  every  year;  having  put  them 
through  grammar  school,  high  school,  we  finish  them  off  in  Louisiana 
Polytechnic  Institute,  thus  giving  them  as  good  educational  advantages 
as  the  State  affords.    We  are  thus  giving  the  citizenship  of  the  State 
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high-class  citizens,  morally  as  well  as  educationally.  Our  finished  stock 
make  good  in  a  business  and  citizenship  sense  in  whatever  they  under- 
take, and  are  law-abiding  and  high-class  citizens.  We  have  yet  to  note 
the  fact  that  one  of  them  has  a  criminal  court  record  or  has  a  bad 
standing  in  the  community  in  which  he  resides. 

Four  members  were  elected  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  viz:  T.  C. 
Clanton,  H.  L.  Johns,  R.  D.  Webb,  Ben  R.  Downing,  and  the  Annual 
Conference  is  requested  to  confirm  their  election.  The  Conference  is 
also  requested  to  continue  Easter  and  Harvest  Day  as  special  days  for 
raising  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Louisiana  Methodist  Orphan- 
age during  the  new  year.  And  the  Bishop  is  requested  to  reappoint 
C.  B.  White  as  Superintendent  of  the  said  orphanage,  and  Rev.  R.  W. 
Vaughan  as  Superintendent  Emeritus.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  THE 

LOUISIANA  METHODIST  ORPHANAGE 

TO  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

From  October   1,    1939   to  October   1,    1940 

This  is  my  third  Annual  Report  and  covers  the  period  of  our 
fiscal  year,  from  October  1,  1939,  to  October  1,   1940. 

We  have  had  a  good  year  in  the  Home.  There  has  been  no  ser- 
ious illness.  Several  of  the  children  had  to  be  operated  on,  but  their 
recovery  was  rapid.  We  are  grateful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
His  care  over  us. 

There  have  been  180  children  in  the  Home  during  the  year. 
Twenty  children  have  been  allowed  to  leave,  and  nine  new  children 
have  been  received.  The  present  enrollment  is  163.  We  have  eight 
students  attending  Louisiana  Tech,  48  in  Ruston  High  School,  20  in  the 
seventh  grade  who  attend  Eastland  Grammar  School,  80  in  our  Orphan- 
age School  through  the  sixth  grade,  and  there  are  seven  who  are  too 
small  to  attend  school.  We  had  three  to  graduate  from  college  and 
five  from  high  school.  There  will  be  13  to  graduate  from  high  school 
this  year  and  several  from  college. 

Quite  a  few  repairs  were  made  during  the  year  .  .  .  All  the  build- 
ings are  now  in  good  repair.  The  roofs  are  good.  We  are  desperately 
in  need  of  new  furniture  for  all  the  buildings,  but  this  cannot  be  real- 
ized unless  there  is  an  increase  in  the  contributions. 

The  insurance  premiums  on  all  our  buildings  and  equipment, 
amounting  to  $1,800.00  had  to  be  paid  this  year.  We  have  been  able 
to  do  some  canning,  but  due  to  excessive  rains  we  could  not  can  as 
much  as  usual.  Our  fall  garden  is  a  failure  due  to  the  prolonged 
drought.  Our  sugar  cane  crop  is  a  complete  failure.  It  takes  about 
1,200  gallons  of  syrup  a  year,  but  we  will  not  be  able  to  produce  any 
at  all.  Our  dairy  herd  provides  us  with  an  abundance  of  fine  milk  and 
butter.    Our  big  drove  of  hogs  supplies  our  winter  meats. 
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Many  appealing  cases  have  come  before  us  during  the  year,  but 
we  have  been  able  to  receive  only  a  few.  It  is  hard  to  turn  away 
needy,  destitute,  orphan,  homeless  and  sick  children.  The  disrupted 
family  presents  a  major  problem  with  the  innocent,  neglected  and 
unwanted  child. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  train  our  children  according  to  the 
principles  of  Christian  living.  We  have  prayer  meeting  with  them  three 
nights  a  week.  Those  too  young  to  attend  Church  and  Church  School 
in  town  have  their  own  school  in  the  home,  and  our  young  people  have 
their  own  Epworth  League  services.

BOARD  OF  LAY  ACTIVITIES 
Report  Number  I 

The  manner  in  which  the  Church  has  functioned  during  the  past 
year  in  consolidating  its  position  after  unification  fully  justifies  the 
high  hopes  entertained  therefor. 

We  believe  the  Church  should  be  further  strengthened  by  having 
all  lay  officers  better  trained  in  their  responsibilities  and  the  best  way 
in  meeting  them.  To  this  end  the  lay  leadership  will  address  itself 
during  the  coming  year. 

National  policies  are  being  determined  of  such  magnitude  and 
with  such  effect  upon  the  lives  of  every  living  person,  that  we  be- 
lieve Christian  laymen  should  be  active  in  promoting  those  decisions 
that  will  best  secure  for  humanity  the  preservation  of  the  Christian 
way  of  life. 

We  recommend  that  Laymen's  Day  be  designated  as  February  23, 
and  Laymen's  Week,  February  23-28.  The  subject  for  Laymen's  Day 
shall  be  "Stewardship  in  Action".  During  Laymen's  Week  our  Lay- 
men are  requested  to  study  in  group  meetings  the  manual  on  "Organ- 
ization and  Work  of  the  Methodist  Church."

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Report  Number   II 

We  consider  the  liquor  traffic  one  of  the  greatest  evils  of  the  day, 
and  urge  that  every  effort  possible  be  put  forth  to  uproot  this  evil. 
Each  individual  member  of  our  Church  should  realize  the  great  danger 
that  threatens  not  only  our  individual  communities  and  our  State,  but 
even  our  Nation  if  this  harmful  and  pernicious  practice  is  not  stopped. 
It  has  been  truly  said  that  we  need  not  fear  dangers  from  without,  if 
we  guard  carefully  from  the  dangers  that  threaten  within.  If  America 
is  to  hold  out  a  light  to  the  world,  she  must  be  sound  within,  sound  both 
physically  and  morally. 

The  gambling  spirit  that  prevails  in  our  country  is  likewise  to 
be  deplored.  We  should,  as  a  Church,  and  as  private  citizens,  exert 
every  influence  to  combat  this  evil  that  threatents  to  weaken  the 
morals  of  our  people,  both  old  and  young,  male  and  female,  and 
should  fight  the  existence  of  the  numerous  gambling  devices  that  ap- 
pear, sometimes  openly  and  sometimes  furtively,  in  many  communities. 
Let  us  continue  to  work  actively  as  a  Church  to  help  enact  legis- 
lation to  prohibit  these  evils  and  to  stand  one  hundred  per  cent  behind 
our  constituted  authorities  in  enforcing  those  laws  that  are  at  present 
on  our  statute  books.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TEMPERANCE 

We  your  Board  of  Temperance  believe  that  some  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  fight  against  intoxicating  liquor.  We  are  happy  to 
note  that  30  per  cent  of  the  area  of  Louisiana  is  now  under  Local 
Option,  and  various  wards  and  parishes  are  planning  to  hold  elections 
on  the  liquor  question.  Nevertheless  we  must  ever  bear  in  mind  that 
we  are  facing  a  dangerous  and  extensive  evil,  and  we  urge  our  people 
and  religious  press  to  be  constantly  on  guard  against  any  attempt  to 
destroy  the  gains  already  made. 

We  deplore  the  fact  that  liquor  advertising  through  the  radio  is 
heard  in  our  homes,  and  we  urge  our  pastors  to  do  all  in  their  power 
to  create  a  Christian  sentiment  against  this  method  of  liquor  advertis- 
ing. We  realize,  however,  that  the  problem  begins  in  the  Church,  and 
that  we  cannot  legislate  liquor  in  our  State  and  nation,  so  long  as 
there  exists  a  liquor  problem  in  the  Church.  We  therefore  urge  our 
preachers  to  preach  fearlessly  against  drink,  and  ask  that  our  Bishop 
.and  District  Superintendents  uphold  the  hands  of  the  preacher  when 
Ihe  does  so. 

We  sincerely  appreciate  the  work  that  Dr.  Leon  W.  Sloan,  State' 
^Superintendent  of  Louisiana  Anti-Saloon  League,  has  done  in  our 
"Louisiana  State  Legislature,  and  we  recommend  that  our  preachers 
open  their  pulpits  to  him  as  occasion  requires. 
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We  are  especially  concerned  with  the  problem  of  drinking  in  army 
encampments.  We  believe  that  the  attempt  is  being  made  to  establish 
liquor  canteens  in  and  near  military  training  camps,  which  will  create 
not  only  a  serious  moral  problem,  but  which  we  believe  will  also  hamper 
the  government  preparedness  program.  We  seriously  object  to  our 
boys  learning  to  drink,  because  of  the  fact  that  they  answer  the 
nation's  call. 

We  therefore  recommend:  that  the  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  as  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  should 
prohibit  the  establishment  of  beer  or  other  liquor  canteens  within  or 
adjacent  to  Military  Training  Camps. 

And  we  further  recommend:  that  copies  of  the  above  resolution 
be  sent  to  the  President  in  Washington,  D.  C,  to  Senator  Morris  Shep- 
pard,  and  to  Gov.  Sam  Jones,  of  Louisiana.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  EVANGELISM 

Inasmuch  as  our  last  General  Conference  placed  Evangelism  as 
the  major  emphasis  of  this  quadrennium,  and  inasmuch  as  the  South 
Central  Jurisdictional!  Conference  adopted  a  definite  program  of 
Evangelism  for  this  Jurisdiction,  we  your  Annual  .Conference  Com- 
mission beg  leave  to  submit  these  recommendations: 

(1)  That  there  be  set  up  immediately  in  every  district  in  this  Annual 
Conference  a  District  Commission  on  Evangelism,  the  names  of 
which  are  to  be  sent  to  the  chairman  of  the  Annual  Conference 
Commission  on  Evangelism. 

(2)  That  in  keeping  with  the  Jurisdictional  program  of  Evangelism, 
we  hold  at  least  one  Evangelistic  Service  in  and  during  the  meet- 
ing of  our  Annual  Conference. 

(3)  That  a  course  on  Evangelism  be  offered  each  year  in  our  Pastors' 
School. 

(4)  We,  your  Commission  on  Evangelism,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Bishop,  District  Superintendent  and  Pastor  Host,  ask  permission 
to  work  out  an  Evangelistic  program  for  the  week  during  the 
meeting  of  our  Annual  Conference — this  program  to  include 
preaching  in  the  jails,  mission  points,  streets,  visitation  in  the 
homes  and  hospitals,  and  personal  work. 

(5)  We  recommend  Rev.  Morris  G.  Lee  and  Rev.  S.  W.  Irwin  as  Con- 
ference Evangelists  for  another  year.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  CONFERENCE  ENTERTAINMENT 

We  recommend  (1)  that  our  Annual  Conference  request  entertain- 
ment on  the  Harvard  Plan,  namely,  that  the  church  serving  as  host 
furnish  bed  and  breakfast  to  members  of  the  Conference,  and   (2) 
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That  the  conference  commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
provide  $400  annually,  during  the  remainder  of  this  quadrennium,  for 
Annual  Conference  entertainment,  to  be  used  as  follows: 

First,  in  providing1  headquarters  and  entertainment,   on  the  Har- 
vard Plan,  for  the  cabinet  and  statistical  secretaries. 
Second,   in  providing  full  entertainment  for  superannuated  min- 
isters. 

Third,  in  providing  one  dollar  a  day  for  the  noon  and  night  meals 
for  all  preachers  in  the  Conference  whose  salaries,  including  mis- 
sionary appropriations,  are  less  than   $1200  a  year. 

Your  committee,  appointed  yesterday,  has  not  had  sufficient  time 
to  be  in  a  position  to  make  a  recommendation  relative  to  the  time 
of  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MINIMUM  SALARIES 
FOR  LOUISIANA  CONFERENCE 

We,  your  committee  on  minimum  salaries  for  Louisiana  Confer- 
ence preachers,  have  received  and  studied  carefully  many  plans  for 
minimum  salary  adjustment  which  have  been  tried  by  our  Church. 
We  are  of  the  opinion  that  none  of  these  will  meet  our  need  in  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  We  therefore  desire  to  make  the  following 
recommendations :' 

(1)  That  each  district  superintendent  appoint  a  district  advisory  com- 
mittee, composed  of  one  layman  and  two  preachers,  to  study,  to 
plan  for  and  to  administer  funds  to  supplement  the  salaries  of 
underpaid  preachers  in  the  district. 

(2)  That  this  advisory  committee,  after  consultation  with  the  district 
superintendent,  ask  the  ministers  who  are  receiving  a  living  wage 
to  make  a  definite  contribution  to  this  fund. 

(3)  We  further  suggest  that  the  district  superintendent  present  the 
claim  of  these  underpaid  preachers  to  the  laymen  of  the  various 
churches  of  the  district  and  offer  them  the  privilege  of  sharing 
in  this  fund.  He  may  present  the  cause  through  the  quarterly 
conferences,  personally,  or  through  the  pulpit. 
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(4)  We  recommend  that  no  pastor  participate  in  this  fund  if  the  charge 
he  serves  reduces  the  salary  below  that  paid  the  previous  year, 
unless  this  reduction  be  deemed  justifiable  by  a  unanimous  vote 
of  the  committee. 

(5)  We  recommend  that  an  accounting  of  these  funds  be  made  by  the 
district  superintendent  to  each  district  conference. 

(6)  We  feel  confident  that  this  plan  will  meet  our  immediate  needs 
until  such  time  as  the  Conference  can  work  out  a  more  detailed 

plan.

MEMOIRS 

REV.  ROBERT   A.  BOZEMAN 

Robert  A.  Bozeman  was  born  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Louisiana,  June 
27,  1889.  He  was  converted  and  joined  the  Methodist  Church  at  Alex- 
andria, Louisiana,  when  Rev.  H.  R.  Singleton  was  pastor.  His  call  to 
the  ministry  came  early  in  life  and  at  nineteen  he  was  employed  in  this 
work.  His  first  work  was  that  of  singer  for  evangelistic  services  and 
later  became  an  evangelist.  This  work  carried  him  over  the  states  of 
Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Texas  and  Arkansas.  He  was  many  times  ap- 
pointed Conference  Evangelist. 

Brother  Bozeman  was  ordained  Deacon  in  1919  and  Elder  in  1924. 

In  1920,  at  Shreveport,  Louisiana,  he  was  happily  married  to  Miss 
Maxie  Herrington  of  Huntington,  Texas,  Dr.  George  Sexton,  offici- 
ating. To  this  couple  were  born  four  children — Mary  Catherine  now 
eight;  James  Richard,  six;  Martha  Elizabeth,  four;  and  Robert  Ray, 
two.  Brother  Bozeman  was  very  happy  in  his  home  life  and  greatly 
devoted  to  his  precious  family. 

Some  of  the  charges  he  served  were  Oil  City,  Epworth,  Elizabeth, 
Ida  and  Hosston,  Hornbeck,  Ferriday,  Farmerville,  Oak  Grove,  Spring- 
hill  and  Ringgold.  He  was  pastor  at  Ringgold  when  he  was  killed  in 
a  train  wreck. 

Many  Methodists  in  Louisiana  were  led  to  Christ  under  this  man 
of  God's  preaching.  Two  ministers  received  their  call  to  preach  under 
his  stirring  evangelistic  sermons.  They  are  the  writer  and  Rev.  A. 
Frank  Matthews  of  the  Louisiana  Conference. 

Services  for  Brother  Bozeman  (Bob)  were  held  in  the  last  Church 
he  served.  The  Ringgold  Church  was  crowded  to  capacity  by  his  many 
friends.  Rev.  D.  B.  Raulins  and  Rev.  E.  C.  Gunn  held  the  funeral.  His 
fellow  brethren  in  the  ministry  came  from  far  and  near  to  pay  their 
last  respects  to  their  friend  and  brother.  The  Board  of  Stewards  of 
the  Ringgold  Church  acted  as  pall-bearers. 

A  noble  pastor  has  fallen.  He  was  loved  and  hated  by  many 
people.  He  never  compromised  with  sin  nor  ceased  to  preach  against 
it  from  his  pulpit.  He  was  courageous  enough  to  stand  for  the  right 
and  against  the  wrong  always. 

While  we  miss  Bob  Bozeman  and  hold  his  family  up  to  God  for 
his  blessings,  yet  we  rejoice  that  the  things  Brother  Bozeman  stood 
for  triumph  over  death.

REV.  JOHN  DUNN  NESOM 
On  the  morning  of  July  11,  1940,  the  spirit  of  John  Dunn  Nesom 
was  released  from  the  body  and  took  its  flight  into  the  great  beyond. 
He  was  the  son  of  Geo.  W.  and  Belle  Turner  Nesom  and  was  born  at 
Watson,  Livingston  Parish,  Louisiana,  on  November  3,  1877.  The  end 
came  in  Rayville,  La.,  as  the  result  of  a  paralytic  stroke  suffered  a 
few  days  before  his  death  and  which  resulted  in  unconsciousness  from 
which  he  never  recovered.    For  nearly  thirty-nine  years  he  was  an  itin- 
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erant  preacher  in  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  serving  various  charges  throughout  the  Con- 
ference. 

He  was  three  times  married.  On  September  26,  1897,  he  was 
married  to  Miss  Catherine  Chambers  Jones,  who  preceded  him  to  the 
grave  on  August  21,  1926.  To  this  union  were  born  ten  children,  five 
sons  and  five  daughters.  Two  of  the  sons  died  in  early  life.  All  the 
other  children  have  lived  to  years  of  maturity,   and   still  survive. 

In  April,  1927,  he  was  married  to  Mrs.  Lola  Copenhaver  Hunter, 
who  passed  away  on  July  27,  1935.  He  was  again  married  on  Decem- 
ber 27,  1936,  to  Mrs.  Mattie  C.  Hampton,  who  still  survives. 

Brother  Nesom  was  converted  in  early  life  and  soon  answered 
the  call  to  preach.  He  was  licensed  at  Amite  under  the  administration 
of  Dr.  F.  N.  Parker  as  Presiding  Elder.  At  the  session  of  the  Louisi- 
ana Conference  held  in  New  Iberia  in  December,  1901,  he  was  ad- 
mitted on  trial  and  was  appointed  a  student  in  the  Greensburg  Fitting 
School.  He  was  admitted  into  full  connection  in  Lake  Charles  in 
December,  1904.  He  served  the  following  charges:  Prudhomme,  four 
years;  Indian  Bayou,  two  years;  Sulphur,  four  years;  Gueydan  and 
Abbeville,  four  years;  Lake  Arthur,  two  years;  Eunice,  one  year; 
Oak  Grove,  three  years;  Mangham,  three  years;  Rayville,  one  year; 
Mer  Rouge,  four  years;  Oakdale,  two  years.  At  the  session  of  the 
Conference  held  in  Monroe  in  1931  he  took  the  superannuate  relation, 
in  which  he  continued  until  the  session  of  the  Conference  in  Shreve- 
port  in  1937,  when  he  was  again  placed  on  the  effective  list  and 
appointed  to  the  Natalbany  charge  in  the  Baton  Rouge  District,  where 
he  served  for  one  year.  He  was  then  appointed  to  Denham  Springs. 
At  the  Conference  Session  of  1939  he  was  given  the  superannuate 
relation  because  of  impaired  health.  This  broken  condition  was  a  re- 
sult of  a  stroke  of  paralysis  suffered  in  February,  1936,  while  serv- 
ing as  a  supply  at  St.  Francisville.  This  was  during  his  first  period 
of   superannuation. 

John  Dunn  Nesom  was  a  man  of  native  ability.  While  he  did 
not  have  early  educational  advantages,  he  was  a  good  preacher  and 
was  possessed  of  qualities  that  gained  for  him  friends  in  the  way  of 
life.  I  knew  him  in  my  early  years  and  was  associated  with  him  in 
the  first  revival  meeting  I  held.  During  that  meeting  he  was  dilligent 
in  visiting  among  his  people  and  in  seeking  out  men,  women  and 
children,  endeavoring  to  relate  them  to  the  church  and  the  kingdom 
of  God.  For  four  years  he  was  the  pastor  of  my  father  and  mother, 
who  held  him  in  high  esteem. 

The  last  rites  were  held  in  the  Methodist  Church  at  Mer  Rouge, 
where  he  had  served  for  four  years.  These  services  were  conducted 
by  the  writer  and  others  of  his  brethren.  In  attendance  were  friends 
from  various  charges  that  he  had  served  in  that  section  of  the  Con- 
ference. His  remains  were  reverently  interred  by  the  side  of  the  wife 
of  his  earlier  years  in  the  cemetery  at  Oak  Ridge,  Louisiana.  As 
Rosetti  writes:- 
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"Who  would  wish  back  the  saints  upon  our  rough 

Wearisome   road? 

Wish  back  a  breathless  soul 

Just  at  the  goal? 

My  soul  praise  God 

For  all  dear  souls  which  have  enough,"

REV.   W.   R.    HARVELL 


William  Reuben  Harvell,  son  of  W.  C.  Harvell  and  Elizabeth  Self, 
was  born  at  Harvell's  Mill,  St.  Helena  Parish,  April  20,  1870,  died 
January  21,  1940,  in  Baton  Rouge,  and  laid  to  rest  at  Greensburg,  La., 
January  22,  1940.  He  received  his  education  at  Centenary  College, 
then  at  Jackson.    He  was  a  local  preacher  for  about  four  years. 

He  was  married  to  Ada  Eugenia  Brock,  January  27,  1897,  and 
joined  the  Louisiana  Conference,  January  1898.  Brother  Harvell  had 
six  children,  one  of  them,  Newell,  dying  in  infancy,  at  Bonita,  La.,  where 
he  is  buried.  The  surviving  children  are  Mrs.  Tyson  Cleary,  Dallas, 
Texas;  Mrs.  Raymond  Goodell,  and  Mrs.  Sam  R.  Carter  of  Baton 
Rouge,  Mrs.  Chas.  O.  Eddy,  San  Antonio,  Texas,  and  W.  Roy  Harvell, 
Rayville,  La.  Five  grandsons  and  one  granddaughter  also  survive.  During 
his  membership  in  the  Conference  he  had  only  fourteen  appointments. 
On  six  of  these  he  spent  the  limit,  then  allowed — four  years  each. 

He  was  an  acceptable  pastor,  as  shown  by  his  record.  He  served 
as  Presiding  Elder  on  the  Minden  District  for  four  years — very  ac- 
ceptably to  the  congregations  and  his  preachers. 

From  the  Minden  District,  he  went  to  Bastrop,  where  his  health 
began  to  fail;  from  there  he  went  to  Lecompte,  his  last  appointment. 

Brother  Harvell's  preaching  was  characterized  by  great  earnest- 
ness; his  hearers  were  aware  of  what  he  believed;  and  how  deeply. 

He  was  a  revival  preacher  and  during  his  ministry  held  many 
meetings  and  many  were  converted  under  his  ministry.  He  was  clear 
in  his  thinking  and  apt  in  his  statements  of  gospel  truth.  Looking 
upon  the  Bible  as  the  preachers  armory,  he  acquainted  himself  with  it 
and  found  that  the  word  of  God  is  the  sword  of  the  Spirit.  Brother 
Harvell  did  not  have  to  read  a  book  a  week  in  order  to  have  something 
to  preach.  He  found  the  Bible  better  than  any  book  about  the  Bible. 
The  Bible  and  hymn  book  were  his  principal  books  for  devotional 
reading.    He  loved  to  sing  the  gospel  as  well  as  to  preach  it. 

He  knew  for  some  time  that  the  time  of  his  departure  was  at  hand, 
but  the  passage  from  here  into  the  beyond  brought  no  fears  nor  shrink- 
ing on  his  part.  His  departure  was  a  home  going  and  he  longed  to 
greet  the  shining  ones  on  the  other  side.  He  had  fought  a  good  fight, 
he  had  kept  the  faith,  and  expected  to  receive  the  crown  of  righteous- 
ness. •  Finally,  in  peace  he  heard  the  call,  "Well  done,  enter  thy  Mas- 
ter's joy."

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REV.  J.  O.  BENNETT 

For  more  than  fifty  years  Rev.  J.  O.  Bennett  had  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Louisiana  Conference  when  transferred  to  the  conference 
of  the  redeemed,  on  June  29,  last,  from  the  home  of  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
W.  H.  Kaufman,  Seymour,  Indiana.  Interment  was  in  Colfax,  La., 
beside  the  grave  of  Mrs.  Bennett. 

Born  near  Booneville,  Miss.,  on  January  3,  1857,  son  of  Rev. 
Anderson  Pollard  Bennett,  a  minister  in  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  Elizabeth  Ann  Philpot,  he  was  at  eighteen  received  into 
the  church  by  his  father  and  soon  admitted  into  the  Bell  Presbytery 
as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry.  Later  he  became  a  local  preacher  in 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  after  five  years  was  ad- 
mitted on  trial  into  the  North  Mississippi  Conference.  Bishop  Duncan 
ordained  him  a  deacon  at  West  Point,  Miss.,  in  1886,  and  an  elder 
at  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  in  1889,  Bishop  Keener  having  transferred  him 
to  the  Louisiana  Conference  the  preceding  year. 

In  Louisiana,  Rev.  J.  0.  Bennett  served  as  presiding  elder  of  the 
Arcadia  District  and  as  pastor  in  nearly  every  section  of  the  State — 
at  Haynesville,  Gibsland,  Coushatta,  Jonesboro,  Zachary,  Eunice,  New 
Iberia  and  elsewhere,  retiring  in   1925. 

On  December  29,  1879,  he  married  Miss  Margaret  Verdie  Estes, 
of  Lee  county,  Miss.,  who  "for  forty-two  years,"  her  memoir  says, 
"lived  a  life  devoted  to  the  interests  of  her  husband  and  his  work  as  a 
preacher  of  the  gospel."  Four  of  six  children  survive  their  father — 
William  Anderson,  Robert  Clay,  Grace  Olive,  whose  husband  is  Rev. 
A.  S.  J.  Neill  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  and  Ethel,  whose  husband 
is  Mr.  W.  H.  Kaufman. 

Bro.  Bennett  had  an  unfailing  source  of  humor  which  must  have 
served  him  well  in  the  trials  often  incident  to  the  life  of  a  pastor  and 
it  made  him  "good  company"  in  any  circle  that  included  him.  In  a 
letter  to  the  secretary  of  his  Conference  last  winter  he  referred  to  the 
severe  weather  in  Indiana  and  added  that  he  would  rather  be  "on  the 
inside  looking  out  than  on  the  outside  looking  in."  He  had  in  abundant 
measure  a  warm  love  for  people  and  a  deep  interest  in  those  about 
him.  An  able  preacher  and  a  good  pastor,  in  the  many  places  blessed 
by  his  ministry  he  served  his  Master  well.  Living  longer  and  better 
than  most,  he  approached  the  end  of  a  pilgrimage  of  eighty  and  three 
years  in  declining  strength  of  body  in  ratio  inverse  to  the  growing 
strength  of  a  character  attaining  unto  perfection  through  life-long 
faith  in  the  eternal  verities. 

To  the  "manor  born,"  reared  in  a  preacher's  home,  he  followed  a 
good  father's  steps,  leaving  his  own  footprints  along  the  course  of  his 
pilgrimage — to  guide  those  who  knew  and  loved  him  through  the  strait 
gate  and  up  the  narrow  way  "which  leadeth  unto  life."

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MRS.  GEORGE  D.  ANDERS 

Mary  C.  Anders  was  the  wife  of  Rev.  George  Dudley  Anders  and 
the  daughter  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  G.  C.  Wilkerson.  She  was  born  at  Liberty 
Hill,  Miss.,  June  16,  1862,  and  spent  her  last  days  at  Arcadia,  La.,  in 
the  home  of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  J.   B.  Edwards. 

Like  Samuel  of  old,  she  heard  the  voice  of  God  when  but  a  child, 
and  walked  with  him  in  unbroken  fellowship  to  the  end.  Like  Samuel 
she  fought  her  foes  and  won  her  victories  on  her  knees.  And  what  vic- 
tories! When  they  were  married,  George  Anders  was  not  a  Christian, 
much  less  a  preacher.  She  literally  prayed  him  into  the  kingdom  and 
he  never  stopped  until  he  reached  the  pulpit.  Only  eternity  can  reveal 
the  many  sinners  turned  from  death  unto  life  by  this  godly  man  and 
woman  during  their  forty-nine  years  in  the  active  ministry.  Mrs. 
Anders  really  spent  all  her  life  in  a  preacher's  family,  her  father  hav- 
ing been  a  Primitive  Baptist  minister. 

Her  lot  was  not  an  easy  one  but  she  knew  how  to  live  victor- 
iously. She  knew  how  not  only  to  bear  trouble  but  to  use  it.  In  spite 
of  long  periods  of  weakness  and  suffering  in  her  last  years,  she  was 
patient  and  cheerful.  The  devotion  and  care  she  received  were  of  the 
tenderest. 

Her  face  was  lively  with  well-molded  features  and  a  halo  of  snowy 
hair.  From  her  steady  blue  eyes  there  shone  a  light  that  can  come 
from  only  one  source — absolute  faith  and  trust  in  her  heavenly  Father. 

It  was  a  precious  privilege  to  be  her  pastor,  the  last  year  of  her 
earthly  pilgrimage,  not  only  for  her  sake  but  for  "Uncle  George's" 
sake.  For  it  was  Uncle  George  who  was  partly  responsible  for  the 
writer's  being  in  the  ministry. 

When  a  small  boy  he  was  praying  one  day  under  a  tree.  Uncle 
George,  our  pastor,  happened  along.

Seven  children  and  twenty-one  grandchildren  remain  to  cherish 
her  memory  and  imitate  her  virtues:  the  daughters — Mrs.  J.  B.  Ed- 
wards, Arcadia,  La.;  Mrs.  J.  B.  Sutherland,  wife  of  Rev.  J.  B.  Suther- 
land, District  Superintendent,  Jackson,  Mississippi;  the  sons — Rev.

Mrs.  Mary  Alice  (Perry)  Brown,  devoted  wife  of  the  late  Paul 
M.  Brown,  for  many  years  a  leading  member  of  the  Louisiana  Con- 
ference, was  born  at  Jackson,  Louisiana,  March   3,   1868,   and  passed 
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to  her  rest  and  reward  from  the  home  of  her  son,  Paul  M.  Brown,  Jr., 
in  Shreveport,  December  4,  1939.  Following-  services  in  Noel  Memorial 
Church,  conducted  by  Rev.  F.  M.  Freeman,  and  accompanied  by  a  large 
number  of  friends,  her  body  was  taken  to  DeRidder,  where  she  was 
buried  by  the  side  of  her  husband,  mother  and  son,  Ellis,  who  had 
preceded  her  to  the  better  world. 

Along  in  the  late  eighties  she  met  the  brilliant  and  gifted  Paul 
M.  Brown,  then  a  student  in  Centenary  College.  This  meeting  ripened 
into  a  beautiful  romance,  and  on  August  6,  1891,  they  were  happily 
married.  She  entered  whole-heartedly  into  this  blessed  ministry  as  the 
wife  of  an  itinerant  Methodist  preacher.  Along  with  her  husband  she 
went  from  appointment  to  appointment  throughout  the  bounds  of  this 
Conference,  and  together  they  rendered  a  great  service  and  made  a 
lasting  contribution   to   the    cause    of  Christ  in  this   State. 

In  the  untimely  death  of  her  youngest  son,  Ellis,  who  died  in  the 
service  of  his  country  during  the  great  world  war,  she  experienced 
the  first  great  sorrow  of  her  life.  It  was  a  sorrow  from  which  she 
never  quite  recovered,  and  in  her  mother  heart  she  carried  throughout 
the  remaining  years  the  memory  of  this  noble  son.  When  a  few  years 
later  her  husband  was  laid  by  the  side  of  this  boy,  their  graves  became 
to  her  a  place  of  such  tender  memories  that  she  was  unwilling  to  leave 
them  for  any  length  of  time. 

Mrs.  Brown  was  educated  in  Natchez,  Mississippi,  and  after  gradu- 
ation taught  school  in  Louisiana  and  Texas.  She  never  lost  her  interest 
in  education,  particularly  Christian  education.  She  found  delight  in 
coming  to  the  aid  of  struggling  young  men,  and  today  there  are  two 
ministers  standing  in  Methodist  pulpits,  whom  she  helped  with  money 
and  books  to  prepare  themselves  for  their  life's  work.  In  a  very  true 
sense  this  good  woman  will  live  on  in  the  lives  of  those  to  whom  she 
was  privileged  to   minister   back  through  the  years. 

She  knew  how  to  serve  and  to  suffer.  In  both  she  shared  in  full 
measure.  She  knew  the  meaning  of  sorrow,  loneliness  and  physical 
pain.  But  through  it  all  she  carried  on  in  a  beautiful  spirit,  patiently 
waiting  for  the  release  for  which  she  longed.  In  her  seventy-first  year, 
weary  in  mind,  tired  in  body,  she  gave  up  the  struggle — to  be  with  those 
who  had  gone  on  before.  During  her  last  illness  she  was  tenderly  cared 
for  by  her  son  and  daughter,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  M.  Brown,  Jr.,  who, 
by  day  and  by  night,  did  everything  possible  to  bring  her  comfort  and 
make  the   crossing  a  little  easier. 

Mrs.  Brown  is  survived  by  two  sons,  S.  Perry  Brown  of  Beaumont, 
Texas,  and  Paul  M.  Brown,  Jr.,  of  Shreveport,  Louisiana.  These  two 
sons  of  the  parsonage  occupy  responsible  positions  in  the  Church  and 
in  the  business  world.  A  good  woman,  a  true  wife,  a  devoted  mother 
has  gone  to  her  eternal  home.

(Condensed) 

Apportionments  The  amounts  apportioned  to  each  district  shall 
be  distributed  among  various  charges  in  proportion  to  the  membership 
and  the  amount  paid  for  ministerial  support  the  preceding  year,  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  shall  furnish  necessary  data  to  the 
district  superintendents. 

Church  Extension  Each  church  securing  assistance  from  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Church  Extension  shall  be  required  to  secure  the 
refunding  of  the  sum  donated  in  the  event  of  the  property  being  alien- 
ated from  the  Methodist  Church,  by  entering  and  recording  a  mort- 
gage for  the  sum  donated;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to  dona- 
tions of  fifty  dollars  or  less. 

Data  for  Memoirs  The  district  superintendent,  in  whose  district 
a  member,  wife  or  widow  of  a  preacher  dies,  shall  appoint  someone  to 
secure,  in  advance  of  Conference,  data  concerning  the  deceased.  Each 
member  of  the  Conference  is  required  to  furnish  the  editor  of  the 
Annual  a  succinct  history  of  himself. 

Membership  District  Conference  The  District  Conference  shall  be 
composed  of  all  parties  mentioned  in  paragraph  482,  Discipline  1940, 
and,  in  addition  thereto,  of  the  following:  One  lay  member  from  each 
church  in  the  charge,  provided,  however,  that  each  charge  shall  not 
have  less  than  five   (5)   elected  delegates. 

Quadrennial  Orphanage  Board  A  Conference  Orphanage  Board, 
composed  of  one  lay  member  from  each  district  and  an  equal  number 
of  clerical  members,  shall  be  elected  at  the  first  session  following  the 
General  Conference,  to  serve  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium. 

Reports  in  Duplicate  All  resolutions,  memorials,  and  reports  to 
Conference  shall  be  submitted  in  duplicate. 

Statistical  Reports  Statistical  reports  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
Statistical  Secretary  by  the  close  of  the  first  day  of  Conference,  and 
any  pastor  failing  to  comply  with  this  rule  shall  be  publicly  called  upon 
for  his  report. 

Widows  A  directory  of  widows  of  deceased  members  shall  be 
published  in  the  Annual.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Conference 
Claimants  shall  secure  from  each  widow  a  statement  of  her  needs, 
for  the  information  of  the  Board.
